Sullivan, Mack also are big winners 


If there were any doubts that vo- 
ters in Michigan are disenchanted 
with President Reagan’s economic 
policies they may have been swept 
away by last week’s landslide in 
state county, and district elections 
by the Democratic Party. 

Overwhelmingly, voters turned 
out in most townships and cities to 
support Democratic candidates for 
office. Most townships set new vot- 
ing records for an off Presidential 
election year which ended with 
Democrats capturing most of the 
top local, county, and state seats, as 
well as capturing 30 more seats in 
Congress. 

With more than 230,000 auto work- 
ers on indefinite layoffs, and more 
than 600,000 Michigan residents un- 
employed, it was obvious that “a 
change was needed and a message 
was necessary to be sent to 
Washington. The message received 
mixed feelings,” according to top

Most area homeowners can look 
forward to a slight reduction in 
property taxes next year, following 
the near-unanimous vote of the Peo- 
ples Community Hospital Authority 
(PCHA) board of directors last 
Thursday to cut its levy in half for 
the 1983-84 fiscal year 

With only one dissenting vote, the 
board adopted a resolution offered 
by its special Committee on Assess- 
ments to trim its tax rate from 4 
mill to .2 mill for a one-year period 
starting next July 1. 

The move apparently has satis- 
fied all demands from local gov- 
ernmental officials that the PCHA 
“rebate” or otherwise dispurse 
among member communities the 
$22 million surplus contained in the 
authority’s funded depreciation 
account 

In addition, the board approved 
transferring sufficient money from 
the funded depreciation account 
into the debt service account to take 
care of two years of principal and 
interest requirements on outstand- 
ing bonds The transfer also would 
go into effect in the next fiscal year 

Chaired by Roger J. Remer, an 
at-large delegrate from Flat Rock 


officials. 

In Michigan, voters elected a 
Democratic governor, James Blan- 
chard, who won a tug-of-war battle 
from businessman Richard Head- 
lee. Headlee’s campaign went into a 
tailspin in the final weeks after a 
knock-down drag-out fight with 
backers of the Equal Rights 
Amendment, who pointed to the 
campaigns’ insensitivity to the 
issues as a major obstacle in put- 
ting the man in the Governor’s 
Office. 

Democrats were also returned to 
office in six other major races. 
Secretary of State Richard Austin 
had little trouble getting past his 
main challenger, Republican Eli- 
zabeth Andrus, and Attorney 
General Frank Kelley turned back 
Oakland County Prosecutor L. 
Brooks Patterson. After his defeat, 
Patterson announced that he 


who serves as treasurer of the 
board, the special committee con- 
sisted of Milton Mack Jr. of Wayne, 
Donald Bishop of Dearborn 
Heights, Bobby Killebrew of 
Taylor, Ruth Urton of Superior 
Township and Harold LaVassaur 
and John Kripowicz Jr., both of 
Trenton 

The panel met three times to dis- 
cuss the PCHA levy prior to last 
week’s board meeting. 

“There was tremendous concern 
about both reducing or eliminating 
the millage and preserving the 
PCHA’s role of providing health 
care to the community,” Mack 
said. 

“In light of the present economy, 
it was felt that there should be some 
reduction in the millage to help tax- 
payers and member communities 
during these bad times. 

“We felt we could cut the tax rate 
by 50 percent without damaging the 
financial integrity of the PCHA. 
Mack continued “It was a very 
sensitive issue.” 

The 4-mill property tax desig- 
nated to fund the operation of the 
hospital authority has been in effect 
since the adoption of the 1945 state 
law establishing the PCHA

“would never seek an elected office 
again.” 

Incumbent Donald W. Reigle Jr. 
fought off Philip E. Ruppe to retain 
his seat in the U.S. Senate, while 
neither Democrat William Ford nor 
William Faust had trouble retain- 
ing their jobs. 

Ford easily won re-election to the 
House of Representatives, earning 
the 15th Congressional District 
position over a newcomer, Republi- 
can Mitchell Moran. Moran served 
as a councilman in Taylor. 

Faust, the senate majority lead- 
er, was unopposed in the 12th Dis- 
trict. 

And State representative Ed- 
ward Mahalak proved he’s “un- 
touchable” as he easily turned 
aside challenger, Theodore Jac- 
ques, a Republican who made his 
debut in local politics. 

In the meantime, Huron 
Township will be without a 


despite the tax reduction, however. 

According to Mack, seven of the 
24 PCHA communities pay for par- 
ticipation in the hospital authority 
out of their general funds, while the 
other 17 get the money through spe- 
cial assessments on property. 

The board action will reduce the 
special assessments, but each gov- 
ernmental body in the seven com- 
munities will have to determine 
whether it will trim its local tax 
rate. 

“Whether the communities 
choose to keep (the extra money in 
their general funds ) or reduce their 
millages will be up to them,” Mack 
said

ties are Wayne, Westland. Inkster. 
Belleville, Romulus. Allen Park. 
Dearborn Heights. Ecorse, Flat 
Rock. Garden City. Lincoln Park. 
Melvindale. River Rouge, Rock- 
wood. Southgate. Taylor. Trenton. 
Woodhaven and Ypsilanti 

Participating townships are 
Huron. Sumpter. Superior. Van 
Buren and Ypsilanti 

The PCHA owns and operates 
Annapolis Hospital in Wayne 
Beyer Memorial in Ypsilanti, Herit- 
age in Taylor. Outer Drive in Lin- 
coln Park and Seaway in Trenton 


township supervisor until the board 
finds an appropriate candidate to 
fill Richard Sullivan’s post. Sulli- 
van captured the 21st District state 
rep’s job, wrestling it away from 
Republican Roy Raker. 

Wayne County will enter a new 
era on January 1 with a new make- 
up of its executive and legislative 
branches. Voters selected sheriff 
William Lucas to take over the reins 
of the newly-created executive’s 
office, while attorney Milton Mack 
will represent this area as a mem- 
ber of the Wayne County Board of 
Supervisors. 

Mack, a Democrat, won out over 
Republican Loren Bennett and 
Libertarian Charles Hutton in the 
11th County Commission District. 

Overall, Mack garnered 19,536 
votes, while Bennett netted 12,827. 
Hutton was a distant last with 799 
votes. 

Bennett was heavily favored in 
Canton, where he pulled in 5,880 
votes to Mack’s 5,166. 

“I did not have all the figures, but 
by midnight I had enough to see the 
handwriting on the wall,” Bennett 
said. “I called Mack... and con- 
gratulated him. I wished him all the 
luck in the world . . . 

“I’ll do anything I possibly can to 
help him. I have offered to share 
what I know and supply any in- 
formation I can to him and discuss 
with him Canton’s needs and prob- 
lems with the county. 

“I hope everybody who voted for 
me will throw their total support to 
Mack. I want to see county reform, 
and he’s an honorable man who is 
also seeking county reform. 

“What I wanted to see happen 
has happened — a good person dedi- 
cated to county reform has won.” 

Mack in an interview Wednesday 
acknowledged that he is dedicated 
to working on the reorganization of 
county government as stipulated by 
the new county charter. 

“The job the new commission 
faces is twofold,” he said. “First, 
we must implement the charter as 
approved by the voters so that we 
can devise an effective reorganiza- 
tion plan. 

“Secondly, the board of commis- 
sioners must understand that it no 
longer controls county government . 
The board must not interfere with 
the day-to-day operation of govern- 
ment.” 

In Sumpter Township, Democrat 
Virgil W. Humphreys defeated Re- 
publican Michael G . Kohut, and will 
fill the one vacancy, created by a 
resignation, on the township board. 
Humphreys garnered 1,853 votes as 
compared to Kohut ’s 848. 

Unopposed Clarence J. Hoffman, 
Jr. is the next township treasurer, 
while Douglas Burkeen, also with- 
out opposition, is the township con- 
stable. 

Over in Van Buren, Democrats 
captured five of the six available 
seats on the township board. The 
vacancies were created by an Aug. 
10 recall. 

The township’s new supervisor is 
George Craven, who defeated Re- 
publican challenger Gerald McKel- 
vey. McKelvey was unable to hur- 
dle the obstacle tossed in his path by 
write-in candidate. George 
Roberts 

Craven received 2.320 votes to 
McKelvey’s 2,087. while Roberts, in 
what he said is his last bid for 
elected township office, got 512 

Deputy clerk Delphine Dudick. 
named by the interim board as 
clerk, will handle that office s re- 
sponsibility after defeating Edward 
D Angelo for the position, 2518 to 
1.400 

Donna Hall edged out Mark 
Rairick for the Treasurer s post. 
Mrs Hall, the community develop- 
er and grantsperson. picked up 
2.501 votes to Rairick s who served 
as recreation director. 2,423 

The top vote-getting in the race 
for the trustees’ jobs went to 
Marilyn Montgomery, a civic-

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Board slashes teachers’ wages 

Concessions needed to erase * 450,000 deficit 


The Romulus Board of Education 
Monday night approved a resolu- 
tion that would cut approximately 
20 percent out of the teachers ’ salar- 
ies this year. The controversial me- 
asure was taken, according to 
board members, to erase an 
approximate $450,000 deficit this 
year. If the resolution had not been 
approved, the school district would 
be facing an $800,000 deficit. 

The resolution, approved unani- 
mously, read: 

“1 move that the School District 
implement its 1982-83 settlement 
proposal submitted to the WC/MEA 
on October 27, 1982. Said settlement 
proposal provides, among other 
things, that teachers be paid for the 
first 49 days of work this school year 
on the 1981-82 salary schedule plus 2 
percent. Commencing on Novem- 


ber 15, 1982, and for the next 135 
work days thereafter, teachers 
shall be paid in accordance with the 
1979-80 salary schedule. 

“The School District must imple- 
ment its October 27, 1982 teacher 
salary proposal as stated above be- 
cause the WC/MEA and the District 
are at impasse regarding the 1982- 
83 teacher salary schedule and to 
continue the present salary sche- 
dule for the entire school year 
would nearly double the District s 
current deficit of $887,926.” 

Superintendent of Romulus 
Schools, Dr. William Bedell, said 
that the administration and the 
board regretted having to take the 
action. 

“Our alternatives were shorten- 
ing the school year or just running 
out of money,” Dr. Bedell said. 


Bedell was asked by Chris Pow- 
ers, President of the Romulus 
Education Association, the 
teachers’ union representative, 
how the school district * got so far in 
the hole.’’ Dr. Bedell replied: 
“Wejve spent money we didn’t 
have*. . . $800,000 last year and we ll 
do the same this year if we don’t 
make this change.” 

Dan Bales, president of the school 
board, said that it was an unfortun- 
ate but obviously necessary step to 
erase the deficit. 

“We feel we have a fine profes- 
sional staff of teachers,” Bales 
said. “Many of them have given 
beyond the call of duty on many 
occasions. They have assisted with 
school events on their own time with 
no compensation. 

“It’s very unfortunate in view of 


our financial plight that we were un- 
able to reach a negotiated settle- 
ment with the bargaining unit. 
We re now at a crossroads in public 
education in Romulus,” Bales con- 
cluded. % 

Those supporting the resolution 
include board members Ken Ber- 
linn, Mary King, Joann Marvicsin, 
Richard Campbell, Sandra Lang- 
ley. Edward Wilkerson and Bales. 

“It’s not an easy decision to 
make,” said Berlinn. “We know it 
will stir emotions, but the board 
must live with the realities. The 
money is just not there.” 

Joel Carr, the school’s budget 
director, informed the board that 
tax collections have decreased due 
to the ailing economy. 

“We’ve only collected 73 to 75 per- 
cent of last summer’s taxes,” Carr 
added. 



Schools 

seeking 

to change 
‘formula’ 

If the poor school districts are 
getting poorer, and the rich, richer, 
is there a way to spread the wealth 
around? 

Romulus Superintendent of 
Schools, Dr. William Bedell be- 
lieves so. So much so, in fact, that he 
initiated a lawsuit, later joined by 
20 other school districts, to declare 
the state’s school formula for distri- 
buting aid not only unfair but uncon- 
stitutional. 

‘ ‘The basic question is one of equi- 
ty,” Dr. Bedell said. “While Romu- 
lus has laid off 25 percent of its em- 
ployees , reduced the school day and 
has closed one-third of our build- 
ings, other school districts are pro- 
viding rich programs and paying a 
lower millage rate.” 

Dr. Bedell said that although 
Romulus started the lawsuit, it 
wasn’t long before a score of other 
school districts joined in the suit be- 
cause they saw the inquities in- 
volved. 

However, Jackson County Circuit 
Judge Charles Falabee disagreed 
with the complainants and dismis- 
sed the suit . He argued that the Sup- 
reme Court had ruled the funding 
formula was constitutional in 1973.

Dr. Bedell and a consortium of 
lawyers representing the 21 school 
districts believe that the Supreme 
Court will reverse their earlier de- 
cision. 

The state metes out funds to local 
school districts according to a for- 
mula based on property values. The 
formula , officials in the Legislature 
argue, is fashioned so that the tax 
burden is distributed equally across 
the state. 

“But, in reality,” Dr. Bedell ex- 
plained, “what happens is that 
when a school district gets wealthy 
in terms of its local tax base, their 
resources far outstrip districts that 
depend on state aid. 

“For example, Cherry Hill in the 
Inkster School District spends little 
more than $2,000 per student, while 
Birmingham and Dearborn spend 
well over $4,000 per pupil, and they 
do this with a lower millage rate 
because their property values are 
so much higher.

Woman asks for ‘no hunting 9 
after bullets whiz by her 


A Romulus woman will probably 
be happy to learn that some 72,000 
hunters will be leaving the area for 
their annual trek to the northlands 
to hunt deer. 

The lady informed City Council 
last week that she “has had it” with 
would-be hunters in the city who 
apparently shoot at anything that 
moves. 

“I have had some close brushes 
with these people,” the woman told 
council. Is there any law that pro- 
hibits them from hunting in the 
city?” 


Mayor William Oakley replied 
that the city doesn’t have an ordi- 
nance prohibiting them from hunt- 
ing within city limits. However, 
they are not allowed to hunt with a 
rifle. The mayor pointed out that 
the Department of Natural Re- 
sources conducted a study of the 
feasibility of hunting within the city 
boundaries and , because of the vast 
amount of wide open space, the 
DNR officials concluded that hunt- 
ing in Romulus would not create 
any problems. 

“We re probably the only city 


around that permits hunting within 
city limits,” said councilman Jim- 
mie Raspberry. “I think we should 
take another look into this because 
that survey was taken about 10 
years ago.” 

In other Council action, council 
approved a “holiday exchange”, 
allowing city employees to work 
Thurs., Nov. 11 (Veterans’ Day) 
and take Friday, Nov. 12offinorder 
to enjoy a 3-day weekend. 

Council swiftly approved, 6-1, 
with councilman Raspberry cast- 
ing the lone “nay” vote.

UAW seeks clothes for jobless 


Are arts in education a necessity 
or luxury? 

A group of Romulus Parents Area 
Council (RPAC) believe that the 
arts should be considered a means 
for developing quality education. 

The parents have organized the 
RPAC to reach their goal. 

“RPAC’s purpose is to encourage 
better communication, to share 
ideas, to join efforts in making 
education more responsive to the 
children’s needs, and to make 
school a better learning experience 
for children,” said Pat Ditsch, vice- 
president of RPAC. 

Budget cuts in Romulus schools 
have eliminated art, music, and 
physical education programs, and 
shortened the school day to five 
hours. Efforts are being made to re- 
new the district’s commitment to a 
well-rounded educational program, 
with more emphasis on the arts 
through infusion of arts in all areas 
of learning, particularly the 
“basics” of language arts and 
mathematics. 

The arts have proved to be a 
tremendous aid to help children 
learn in Seattle, Washington, Rich- 
mond, Virginia, Columbus, Ohio 
and other cities, Mrs. Ditsch noted. 
The arts enlist all of the senses in 
learning, and provide unique ways 
of knowing about the world. Using 
arts to learn incorporates two ele- 
ments of human behavior - disci- 
pline and motivation, key factors in 
the learning process A successful 


art experience motivates the child 
to look further and dqeper for 
answers to problems. 

In Columbus, Ohio, schools which 
participated in an art-centered 
program (IMPACT) showed sub- 
stantial increase in reading and 
math scores. 

At one school . where a third of the 
children are supported by A. D. C., 
the number of sixth graders who 
read at or above grade level in- 
creased by six times over one year, 
with the increase attributed to the 
arts-based curriculum. 

Seeing, hearing, moving, 
touching, and feeling become ways 
to motivate students to want to 
learn, according to Charles B Fow- 
ler, a former teacher, and presently 
a journalist, Consultant in the Arts, 
and Education Editor of “Musical 
America”. 

RPAC’s initial approach to an 
arts in education experience is a 
spring musicale. 

RPAC is working in cooperation 
with school administrators and 
teachers to bring the Piccolo Opera 
Company to perform for 
elementary students. 

Kindergarten through third 
grade will view the popular chil- 
dren’s operetta. “Hansel and 
Gretel . ’ ’ Fourth through sixth grad- 
ers will see Adventure In Space, a 
story about peace and good will be- 
tween man and alien. The perform- 
ances are tentatively scheduled for 
mid-March. 


Students will use the story guide 
to improve their critical reading 
and creative writing skills, to in- 
crease their vocabulary, and to en- 
hance their ability to understand 
themselves and others, as well as 
heighten their appreciation for the 
art forms of music and dance. 

RPAC hopes to also develop an 
arts project appropriate for the 
junior and senior high school stu- 
dents in the 1982-83 school year. 

The spring musicale is made 
possible by donations from indi- 
viduals and local business. 

Howard Kesner, president of 
RPAC, states that integrating the 
arts throughout the curriculum, 
Romulus can help children to better 
understand and learn reading, writ- 
ing, mathematics, social studies, 
and science as well as the more tra- 
ditionally recognized subjects of art 
and music. 

“Today’s recession must not be 
allowed to interfere with the educa- 
tion of children. Their only oppor- 
tunity to prepare themselves for fu- 
ture responsibilities is now,” added 
Kesner.

On June 2. 1981 . Debby Zugell was 
westbound on 1-94 in Wayne County 
between Rawsonville Road and the 
Willow Run Expressway, when she 
was forced off the road and into a 
ditch.

ting closer and I kept moving over 
until I ran off the road head first.” 
she said. The other car left the 
scene of the accident 
Neither Zugell, who was wearing 
her seat belt, nor her daughter 
Christine, who was in a child res- 
traint, was injured, but she said 
“otherwise we would have been all 
over inside the car.” Zugell says 
she always wears a seat belt and 
her daughter has just graduated 
from the child restraint to a seat 
belt also. 


“The Zugell s accident is a good 
example of why both parents and 
children need to be restrained.” 
Pulley said. “By starting at an ear- 
ly age. Christine is developing a 
life-saving habit.” 

John Reddy started wearing seat 
belts in the late 60s when the Traffic 
Improvement Association of Oak- 
land County initiated a public 
education buckle-up campaign. Af-

FBI joins hunt for accused murderer

A federal fugitive warrant has 
been sworn out against Delores 
Jean Federico, the 25-year-old Can- 
ton woman suspected of murdering 
an Ann Arbor man during a bungled 
holdup attempt Oct. 21. 

According to Canton Police Lt. 
Larry Stewart, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation has become in- 
volved in the case because F ederico 
is believed to have fled Michigan to 
avoid prosecution. 

Intensive searches for Federico 


are now centered in the St. Louis 
and Springfield areas of Missouri, 
where the woman allegedly has 
friends, Stewart said. 

The slaying for which Federico is 
sought arose from a bizarre rob- 
bery plot allegedly hatched by her 
and two Canton men, George 
McCue and Ricki Sparks, to get 
money from Jess William Brown 
Jr. of Ann Arbor. 

According to the men, they plan- 
ned a holdup of Brown to obtain 
money to pay for drugs they had 
purchased from Federico. Brown 
was selected as the victim because 


he was an acquaintance of the men 
and was thought to carry large 
sums of money on his person, they 
said. 

At a pre-arranged site on Lotz 
Road, south of Michigan Avenue, 
Federico was to pretend she was 
having car trouble, the male sus- 
pects told police. The robbery was 
to take place when Brown stopped 
to offer assistance, they said. 

The plot called for McCue to 
accompany Brown, while Sparks 
was to hide in Federico’s car, a 1977 
Grand Prix, they told police. To 
make the holdup seem unplanned,

Federico was to rob McCue in addi- 
tion to Brown, they stated. 

Police theorize that something 
went wrong because Brown 
allegedly was shot by Federico as 
soon as he left his car. Neither 
McCue nor Sparks could tell police 
what caused the shooting. 

Stewart said that McCue im- 
mediately drove off with Brown and 
sought medical assistance for the 
victim. Shortly after the incident, 
McCue came to the Canton Police 
Department to report on the 
shooting. 

“There were some inconsisten- 
cies in his story, so we began ques- 
tioning him intensively,” Stewart 
said. “After several hours he 
admitted that there had been a plot 
to rob Brown.” 

Sparks was taken into custody 
the following morning, the day after 
the killing, Stewart said. 

Preliminary examinations for 
the two male suspects were waived 
on Monday, and they were reman- 
ded to Wayne County Circuit Court. 
McCue is free on $50,000 bond, while 
Sparks is being held in lieu of bond. 

Police said that Federico alleged- 
ly dealt in many varieties of illegal

drugs. She was under investigation 
by the Federal Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA) at the time 
of the shooting. < 

The only arrest on Federico s 
police record involved a concealed 
weapon’s charge filed in Detroit 
several months ago, Stewart said. 
That case is still pending, he added. 

Police described Federico as 5 
feet, 6 inches tall, 125 pounds, with 
green eyes and blond hair. Her hus- 
band, Joseph, is now serving time 
at a federal penitentiary in Mis- 
souri for a narcotics charge, police 
sources stated. 


Eccentric, said, “It occured to me 
that if I was writing these editorials 
I d have to wear seat belts, too, so 1 
got into the habit of forcing myself 
to buckle up.’

“I was able to regain control and 
avoided running into the front of the 
bus,” he said “If 1 hadn’t had my 
seat belt on, I most assuredly 
would’ve been thrown into the 
street or been partially suspended 
and wouldn’t have had control.” 

Reddy escaped injury. The driver 
of the other car was later charged 
with driving under the influence of 
alcohol. The accident confirmed 
Reddy’s belief in seat belts. “I 
make people who ride in my car 
wear seat belts and I tell them my 
story.” he said. 

Pulley remarked, “We need more 
seat belt believers who will help 
spread the news like John Reddy. 
The American Seat Belt Council be- 
lieves that the first-hand accounts 
of experiences such as Mr. Crow’s, 
Mr. Reddy’s and the Zugell’s can be 
most effective in gaining new con- 
verts to seat belt use. The result, 
should be the saving of more lives 
and reductions in serious injuries. 

4 The American Seat Belt Council 
established the Saved by the Belt 
Club to recognize motorists whose 
use of seat belts has prevented se- 
rious, perhaps fatal injury in auto- 
mobile accidents. ASBC is a non- 
profit organization whose mem- 
bers include manufacturers of seat 
belts, child restraints, webbing and 
component parts. 


Swift, certain punishment key to drunk driver laws 


Alcohol involvement in Michigan highway 
deaths should continue to increase despite new 
state drunk driving laws unless police raise 
arrest rates and prosecutors and judges proper- 
ly punish offenders, according to a study re- 
leased today (Nov. 3) by the Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

The study — “Under the Influence” — points 
out that the percentage of fatal traffic accidents 
involving alcohol in Michigan is increasing an 
average 2 percent annually and estimates that 
917 persons could be killed by drinking drivers in 
1982. 

“We do not believe that alcohol-related traffic 
deaths will decline until flaws in the present 
system are corrected to ensure that drinking 
drivers receive swift and certain punishment,” 
stated Auto Club President Jack Avignone. 

The 55-page report suggests more effective 
ways police, prosecutors and judges can handle 
the drinking driver problem. Copies are being 
sent to legislators, judges, prosecutors, law en- 
forcement agencies and others who deal with 
this problem. 

The report also will be the basis of the Auto 
Club’s testimony before the Presidential Com- 
mission on Drunk Driving, which is conducting 
hearings in Detroit Nov. 4-5 

Recommendations include increased use of 
police selective enforcement, more enforment 
of laws against selling alcohol to minors and less 
use of plea bargaining by prosecutors in repeat 
offender cases. 

The study also recommends that judges use a 
driver’s blood-alcohol content (BAC) in deter- 
mining sentencing and/or treatment , and it calls 
for the establishment of a statewide compute- 
rized court records system. 

Avignone commended the Legislature for tak- 
ing action to improve Michigan’s drinking driv- 
er problem. 

“The new laws will have a positive impact on 
the alcohol highway safety problem in Michigan 
if they are properly and uniformly applied,” he 
said. “However, stiffer penalties alone are not 
the answer. 

In 1981, Michigan’s 24,000 police officers 
issued 55,000 tickets for drunk driving, or only 


2.2 per officer. At that rate, it is estimated that 
only one in 2,000 drunk driving offenses is ever 
detected. 

‘ ‘To improve this arrest ratio, we suggest that 
state, county and local police implement selec- 
tive enforcement programs,” Avignone said. 

Selective enforcement teams would concen- 
trate at high-accident areas on weekends and 
between 9 p.m. and 3 a.m. when most alcohol- 
related fatal accidents occur. A special selec- 
tive enforcement program in Oakland County in 
1980-81 resulted in a 30 percent increase in the 
number of drunk driving arrests over the pre- 
vious two years. 

“Police also should increase enforcement of 
laws against selling alcohol to minors and in- 
toxicated persons , ” he said . “ An average of only 
37 liquor licensees were cited annually for liquor 
law violations from 1971 to 1981.” 

The study further recommends that prosecu- 
tors eliminate the practice of allowing repeat 
alcohol-related offenders to plead guilty to les- 
ser charges. 

Of the 1 ,273 drunk driving cases the Auto Club 
studied, only 21 percent resulted in convictions 
on the original charge, while the remainder 
were allowed to plead guilty to lesser charges. 

“Under the Influence” suggests that judges 
use the BAC to determine whether an offender 
goes to jail, receives a license suspension or is 
sent to private counseling or long-term residen- 
tial care. 

“The BAC provides an important clue to a 
driver’s drinking habits and assures appropri- 
ate treatment,” Avignone said. “We also recom- 
mend that Michigan’s district courts be com- 
puterized as soon as possible to provide instant 
information on offenders.” 

A statewide link-up would enable other courts 
and police to know if a person has a similar case 
pending elsewhere and would provide a clue to a 
driver’s drinking habits. 

Michigan’s new drunk driving laws are ex- 
pected to take effect in April 1983. They create a 
23-member task force to recommend further 
legislative changes. 

“The study contains six legislative recom- 
mendations. We hope the task force will careful- 
ly review them to hasten further action by state 


lawmakers,” Avignone said. 

Those legislative recommendations include : 
administrative confiscation and suspension of a 
driver’s license, with right of appeal, if an arres- 
tee registers a BAC of .10 percent or more, and 
allowing on-site breath test results to be used as 
legal proof of BAC. 

Other recommendations are a requirement 
that drunk driving charges not be reduced to 
less than driving while impaired ; that an origin- 
al alcohol-related charge be noted on a person’s 
driving record if convicted of a reduced charge ; 
requiring Alcohol Highway Safety Classes to be 
taught by certified alcohol counselors, and re- 
quiring mandatory BAC tests for all drivers in 
fatal accidents.

Robert G. McWil- 
liam, Director of the 
Bureau’s Regional 
Office in Detroit, 
stressed that no ques- 
tions will be asked ab- 
out party affiliation or 
for whom a person 
voted. The survey will 
provide a profile of 
American voters and 
non-voters by charac- 
teristics such as age, 
sex, residence, educa- 
tion, and labor force 
status. 

These voting ques- 
tions are in addition to 


the usual ones asked in 
the monthly survey on 
employment and un- 
employment con- 
ducted nationwide by 
the Bureau for the U.S. 
Department of Labor. 

Results of the 
monthly employment 
survey provide data 
on conditions in the 
labor force, prime in- 
dicators of the econo- 
mic health of the coun- 
try. For example, in 
September the survey 
indicated that of the 


111.0 million men and 
women in the civilian 
labor force, 99.7 mil- 
lion were employed. 
The nation’s unem- 
ployment rate was 10.1 
percent, compared 
with 9.8 percent in Au- 
gust and July.

Multi-War Memorial to be 
dedicated on Veterans Day 


Hundres of spectators will converge on 
the front lawn of the Capitol Building in 
Lansing Thursday, November 11 (Veter- 
ans Day) to take part in the dedication of 
one of the first Multi-Conflict Memorials 
erected in the United States to honor 
Michigan citizens who served in World 
War I , World War II , the Korean and Viet- 
nam Conflicts. 

The monument project was started in 
October of 1979 when the Michigan 
Legislature adopted a concurrent resolu- 
tion expressing intent to provide for a 
permanent memorial monument to hon- 
or all Michigan veterans of World War I, 
World War II, the Korean and Vietnam 
Conflicts. The concurrent resolution pro- 
vided for a joint legislative committee 
comprised of members of the Senate 
State and Veterans Affairs Committee 
and the House of Representatives Milit- 


ary and Veterans Affairs Committee. 

The joint committee approached the 
Commanders’ Group to seek its assist- 
ance in meeting the mandates of the re- 
solution and the Commanders’ Group im- 
mediately instituted a fund raising drive 
from private resources to erect the 
memorial. 

The memorial consists of four vertical 
slabs representing World War I, World 
War II, the Korean and Vietnam Con- 
flicts. The memorial will be 21 feet wide 
with the four slabs 7V 2 feet high. A center 
slab with a Michigan seal topped by an 
eagle will rise 15 feet above the ground. 

Kenneth D. Kent, L’Anse, recently 
appointed Chairman of Michigan’s 1982 
Veterans Day Committee by Governor 
Milliken, will accept this memorial on be- 
half of the State of Michigan.

Disabled American Veterans 
November 11th is a special day — Veterans 
Day, a day set aside to honor the men and 
vyomen who have helped to protect the freedoms 
we all enjoy. 

- After Vietnam War wounds put me in a wheel- 
chair, I spent a lot of time in Veterans Adminis- 
tration ( VA) hospitals, but I was lucky because I 
always had the support of my family and 
friends. 

: Today there are nearly 90 .000 men and women 
in our VA hospitals, many without close family 
or friends. Some will be there for a long time. 
These veterans need to know that they’re not 
forgotten, that people still care. 

That’s why, in honor of Veterans Day, I ask 
ypu to visit a veteran at your nearest VA hospital 
on November 11th. Just drop by, say hello, make 
afriend . It will make you — and a veteran — feel 
better. 

-Perhaps the stories of a couple of veterans I 
met on a recent visit to a VA hospital will help 
explain why I, as a representative of the Dis- 
abled American Veterans, am asking you to do 
something more than fly an American flag on 
November 11th this year. 

Take Ed, who was a strapping young man, 
loved by everyone, when he went overseas in 
1919. Then, somewhere in the Argonne forest, a 
German shell tore an arm off his body. 

: Today, Ed’s ticker is getting ready to quit. At 
85, he’s outlived all of his closest relatives and 
friends. Ed tried to smile as he told me, “The 
younger people, they just don’t have time.” 
Somehow it just escaped Ed that I was two gen- 
erations behind him. Ed’s alone, he’s old, and 
he’s dying. 

Then there’s Tony who, I’d say, has many 
years ahead of him. But his old high school bud- 
dies — now in their middle thirties — have long 
smce forgotten about him. 

-Sometimes Tony forgets things too, due to the 
North Vietnamese shrapnel lodged deep inside 
his skull since that day, that year, Tony seems 
ujiable to place. “Maybe my family thinks I 
can’t remember them, don’t notice when they 
don’t come here so much anymore,” Tony told 
me. 

Not every patient in our VA hospitals has a 
story as gut- wrenching as these. Some stories 
are happier, some even sadder. Only a few pa- 
tients have gone to the VA, like Ed, to die. And, 
certainly, not all will spend their lives walking 
up and down the VA’s wards like Tony. 

But the theme of loneliness ... of being forgot- 
ten .. . is common enough in the lives of the veter- 
ans in our VA hospitals, common enough that we 
should all take notice. 

I don’t need to explain why none of us should 
allow Ed and Tony and others like them to be- 
come forgotten people. All of us owe a 
tremendous debt to the men and women who 
have fought America’s wars, and all of us know 
that. 

nt’s a great idea to show you remember the 
sacrifices these veterans made by hanging a 
flag in front of your home on November 11th. 
And I’d really appreciate your attendance at a 
parade or other Veterans Day observance in 
your community. 

But let’s do a little more than that this year. In 
honor of Veterans Day, the Disabled American 
Veterans urges you to drop in at the VA hospital 
nearest you to visit just one or two veterans. 
They need to be remembered.

Being together with my two 
sisters and meeting once again 
friends of my childhood, cousins 
who were like sisters and 
brothers to me, and others who at 
one time or another meant a 
great deal in my life, has con- 
vinced me of one absolute, incon- 
trovertible fact, and that is that 
you can’t depend on memory. 

I remember myself as a won- 
drous young thing, racing 
through a rosebud of life, 
reaching out for rainbows and 
never feeling the rain. 

As I meet these loved ones of 
my youth I hear myself saying 
over and over again, ‘‘I don’t re- 
remember that.” And they all 
chorus, “Oh Joyce, you HAVE to 
remember that.” 

I remember being joyously in 
love with someone all of my 
growing up years. My sister re- 
member me being in desperate 
anguish over lost loves during 
those years. 

“I wasn’t despairing,” I say. 

“Oh, Joyce,” my sisters will 
say. “Don’t you remember 
throwing yourself over the bed 
and sobbing your heart out when 
you broke up with (whoever it 


was I was in love with) . 

“I wasn’t in despair,” I retort. 
“I was suffering. I loved to suf- 
fer. I wasn’t happy unless I was 
suffering.” 

“Oh Joyce,’ they will say and 
give each other that look that 
means you have gotten a bit soft 
in the head and can’t remember 
much. 

Suffering over a lost love was a 
beautiful experience. It put me in 
a class with Camille and other 
great tragedies of literary his- 
tory. I walked in the glory of my 
tragic suffering. I stood on the 
high bridge over the river and 
thought about ending my life to 
show how much I had loved and 
lost. I watched the autumn 
leaves fail to the ground in their 
golden glory and thought how 
much like my love that leaf was. 
Particularly after I had walked 
on it. 

Oh, I suffered. 

And my memory of all that suf- 
fering was that it was beautiful. 
My sisters recall my despair. 

The problem with memory is 
that we are all different and we 
experience things differently. 
We also perceive things dif- 
ferently. Our perception is col- 


ored by who we are.. our perso- 
nalities, our interests and what 
makes us happy. 

Each time we tell a story of the 
past we embellish it a bit by the 
personalities with whom we are 
talking. We also change the 
actual memory around to help 
us. If we cannot bear to think of 
the hurt a certain memory holds 
for us, we tend to create a cover- 
ing for it, to ease the hurt and 
make it more acceptable to our 
psyche’s. What we are doing, of 
course, is proving that human 
memory is selective, and both 
perception and memory are 
affected by personality, motiva- 
tion, emotion, environment, 
background and all kinds of 
other things. 

Most of the time we really 
don ’t need perfect recall , and sci- 
entists are now saying that per- 
fect recall is exactly what we 
don’t have. And even more appa- 
rent is the fact that each time we 
recall a memory it is subject to 
change, depending on who we 
are talking to, or the environ- 
ment we are in. or whether we 
have just coated over some pain- 
ful memories.

The Road Back 


I have a friend whose married 
son has just applied for welfare. 
Now, in this day and age, ap- 
plying for welfare is not news. 
Nor is it shameful. Nor is it a 
crime. 

But to this particular woman, 
it was very nearly the end of the 
world. It was as though time, 
which had been marching along 
so nicely, had suddenly reversed 
itself and brought her back to 
another time — a time she 
thought was ancient history — 
dead and buried. 

She had been on welfare her- 
self once, long ago, when this boy 
was very small. Her story was 
not unique — it’s been repeated 
over and over again. Different 
times, different places, same 
story. 

A man leaves and a mother is 
left with small children . Alone — 
away from family and friends, 
with no marketable skills — she 
accepts public assistance so that 
she can carry on in the one role 
she knows she does well 
Mothering. 

Each humiliating trip to the 
welfare office, each public dis- 
play of food stamps, makes her 
more and more determined that 


this is not the life she is going to 
settle into. 

She tells herself that once the 
youngest child is in school she 
will find work, go to school , make 
a new life for them all. 

My friend did all that After 
years of struggles and setbacks, 
her life was finally good. She 
married the boss — supervisor of 
a small parts factory — and had 
another child. The man adopted 
the two from her earlier mar- 
riage and cared for them and 
worried for them — and they be- 
came his own 

The boy had magic in his fin- 
gers. He could take apart and 
make new again anything with 
moving parts. Balky, grumbling 
motors purred like kittens under 
his sensitive touch He applied 
for and was accepted into a new 
vocational program in the school 
system Trouble was. he only 
wanted to tinker He hated the 
paperwork. He never finished 
the program. He never finished 
school 

His father found him jobs, and 
each time he was happy, for a 
while. As with most gifted peo- 
ple. though, he found it impossi- 
ble to adapt to routines and sche- 


dules not of his own making. 

There were setbacks in the 
good life for his mother and 
father, too. Job security, some- 
thing they had counted on, be- 
came a thing of the past. The 
father moved from job to job and 
finally had to take one out of 
state. The family, of course, 
moved with him 

Except for the son He stayed 
behind — and got married. An 
admirable — even responsible — 
thing to do, unless you happen to 
be a boy without a job and a girl 
16 years old 

The mother was horrified. The 
father was stunned The girl’s 
family couldn’t have been hap- 
pier They could live, the boy and 
girl said dreamily, on the money 
they got at the wedding. It would 
hold them until the boy got a job 

The boy ’s father still had con- 
nections in that little town and he 
swallowed his pride once more 
and asked a friend to give his son 
a job. 

The boy was to start work on 
the Monday following the wed- 
ding On the Friday night before 
the wedding . the boy was stopped 
for speeding The date on his 
driver’s license, it turned out. 


her prestige when actions of this 
nature are allowed to continue. 
When you zap about 24 years of a 
life span from these workers who 
live to an average of 49 years of 
age as compared to the national 
average of 73 years, something is 
drastically wrong 

It is a sad situation when whole 
families of migrant workers all 
work to eke out a poverty living 
wage, under conditions not fit for 
humans. 

I am certain a justifiable solu- 
tion can be obtained which would 
be fair and equitable of all con- 
cerned The government cries 
out against social programs, 
when, in effect, they are the per- 
petuators of unjust actions.

THE FRACTURED TOOTH 


Every yeor thousonds of 
people hove Occident! that 
cause damage to face and 
mouth, sometimes resulting in 
a fractured tooth. It may be 
caused by an auto accident or 
sports or an accidental fall at 
home. Whatever the couse, a 
fractured tooth presents a se- 
rious problem and should be 
treated by the dentist im- 
mediately to prevent infection 
and loss of the tooth. 


If the fracture hasn't pene- 
trated to the pulp of the tooth, 
the dentist will apply medica- 
tion to ease the pain and 
place a temporary cop over 
the tooth to protect it. later 
the tooth will be crowned to 
restore its appearance. 


If the pulp has been ex- 
posed by the fracture, the 
tooth must be treated within 
24 hours to prevent infection 
and other complications. Any 
pulp that becomes infected 
will have to be removed to 
save the tooth. Eventually the 
pulp will heal when the dentin 
or inner woll of the tooth knits 
back together. 

Whatever the cause, there 
should be no delay in seeking 
treatment when a tooth is 
fractured.

Q. Can I grow ferns 
from spores? 

A. Yes. Start by col- 
lecting the spores. 
They’re contained in 
the spots on the 
undersides, tips or 
edges of the plant. 
These spots — called 
sporangia — are ma- 
ture and ready to shed 
their spores when 
they turn brown. 
Shake the fronds over 
a sheet of paper and 
then funnel the spores 
into an envelope. 
Start the spores on a 
small clay pot or a 
peat pellet. Place the 
pot or pellet in a shal- 
low container filled 
with water. When the 
top of it is moist, 
spinkle fern spores on 
the top and sides. 
Then cover it all with 
a clear glass or plas- 
tic container and 
place it where it will 
receive bright light. 
Add water to the bot- 
tom container as 
necessary to keep the 
pot or peat pellet from 
drying out. The pot or 
peat should turn 
green as spores ger- 
minate within about 
six weeks. A few 
weeks later, you’ll see 
little ferns growing 
out of small, horizon- 
tal structures called 
prothalli. When large 
enough to be handled, 
cut or remove the 
small plants and pot 
up in a peaty type soil 
mix. Grow in area of 
high humidity such as 
a terrarium. 


Q. How can I tell a 
millipede from a cen- 
tipede? They don’t 
really have i.OOO or 
100 legs, do they? 

A. Neither lives up 
to its name in the 
number of legs it 
moves around on. 
Millipedes — 
“thousand-legged 
worms” — can have 
as few as 13 pairs of 
legs or as many as 120 
pairs. Common ones 
have around 80 pairs. 
Millipedes tend to be 
cylindrical and dark 
colored, while cen- 
tipedes — ‘‘hundred- 
legged worms” — 
tend to have flat 
bodies and fairly dis- 
tinct antennae. Cen- 
tipedes have one pair 
of legs per body seg- 
ment, for a total of 
around 18 pairs. 

• 

Q. How can I tell 
whether my house 
plants need repot- 
ting? 

A . Soil that dries out 
very quickly, poor 
growth and roots 
growing out of the 
drainage hole may be 
signs that plants need 
repotting. The only 
sure way to tell , 
however , is to turn the 
plant out and ex- 
amine the root ball . If 
the soil is covered by 
a thick, tightly mat- 
ted mass of roots, the 
plant is overcrowded 
and needs a bigger 
container.

1957 . . . Chuck Howton leading the 
Wayne Memorial Zebras to a 6-3 re- 
cord in his senior year. 

1958 . . . Bill Hawley quarterback- 
ing the Zebras as Wayne dominated 
high school football in the Western 
Wayne County area. 

1975 . . . Todd DeLuca kicking the 
winning field goal with 2:18 left in 
the game to give the Rockets a 3-0 
win over the Zebras. 

1978 . . . Brad Jennings catching 
two touchdown passes in Glenn s 27- 
0 victory over Wayne. 


1979 . . . Rick Discher scoring the 
winning touchdown with four 
seconds left for a 9-7 win for the 
Rockets. 

1980 . . . Rick Rogers running all 
over the field as Wayne snapped its’ 
six-game losing steak in this series, 
32-7. 

On a cold, clear, crisp November 
evening, memories of games past 
and personalities involved in those 
games came floating back as 
Wayne and Glenn prepared to do 
battle in the 12th annual Fall Foot- 


ball Classic. 

Played before a chilled crowd of 
some 4000-plus at Glenn s Kionka 
Field, the Rockets of Westland John 
Glenn prevailed, 17-0, over the Zeb- 
ras of Wayne Memorial. For Glenn, 
it was their eighth win in 12 games 
in the series. 

Coach Chuck Gordon, who has 
been involved in six of these con- 
tests as head coach said, ‘Going 
into this game, we had a 
tremendous respect for Wayne’s 
offense. To shut down players like 


Boyer, Quartuccio, and Lee was a 
tribute to our defense.” 

Coach Floyd Carter, who has 
been involved as either an assistant 
or head coach in all twelve games 
played in this series, played tribute 
to Glenn’s defensive front “Joe 
Sawaya and Don Forchione played 
well, plus the fact that in a game of 
this magnitude the breaks mean ev- 
erything. This is a game of emo- 
tions.” 

The cold November weather 
looked like it would have an effect 


on the game and the way both 
coaches would plan strategy. 
“There was cold and wind for both 
teams, so it effected each equally. It 
didn’t affect us until we had to 
throw into the wind or kick into it, “ 
stated Gordon whose team has en- 
joyed excellent football weather 
this season. 

Coach Carter tended to agree 
saying the weather affected his kids 
“when they came to catching the 
ball. Still, a little difficult to throw 
but running the ball would have 


helped, too.’’ 

In fact, only three fumbles were 
lost on the entire evening and the 
most crucial one was not weather- 
related at all. Wayne’s senior tail- 
back. Shaun Boyer, took the open- 
ing kick-off on his own 15-yard line 
and ran past everyone. Touchdown 
was on his mind, but as he turned on 
the afterburners, his leg hit the ball 
and the ball bounced away. Kicker 
Todd Jennings, the last man back, 
fell on the ball and the Rockets had 
the first break of the game. 

Eleven plays later, they were in 
the end zone. Quarterback Jeff 
Hawley, whose father wore the 
maize and blue of Wayne, threw two 
passes, both to tight end Todd Mills. 
The second pass went for 10 yards 
and the score. For Mills, it was the 
first TD of his varsity career, and 
for Hawley, the seventh TD pass of 
the season. Jennings connected for 
the PAT and Glenn led. 7-0.' 

Now it was Wayne’s turn. Using 
Boyer, Hampton Lee. Tony Bass 
and Kendall Moore, the Zebras ran 
right at Glenn’s defensive front and 
got nowhere. Led by Don For- 
chione, the Rockets’ leading tackier 
and with help from Sawaya and 
Jack Walker, the Zebra runners 
were imprinted with their uniform 
numbers — 44. 62 and 72. 

Wayne’s defense, led by Jim 
Newsom and Kevin Allard, who 
played “outstanding games” was 
battle-hardened from encounters 
with top-ranked Dearborn Edsel 
Ford, Dearborn Fordson and Mon- 
roe. They stiffened and kept the 
Rockets bottled up and allowed 
their own offense a chance to put 
some points on the board. 

Wayne did start three nice drives 
that looked promising in the second 
quarter but Glenn’s “bend-but- 
don’t break defense’ ’ thwarted each 
Zebra effort to score. On a sweep on

Controversial victory

JOE JACKSON 
“Night And Day" 

(A&M) 

With his last album, the utterly 
delightful “Jumpin’ Jive,” Joe 
Jackson turned his back on the 
masses who expected more like- 
able pop tunes in the mold of “Is 
She Really Going Out With 
Him?,” and instead delivered a 
lovingly crafted collection of 
cover tunes from the forties. 
Needless to say, it was not a big 
commercial hit. 

So I’m sure the record execu- 
tives were shakin’ in their boots 
when Jackson informed them of 
his latest move into the salsa-Tin 
Pan Alley format. 

A run down of the instruments 
shows congas, bongs, timbales, 
xylophone, flute, saxophone, and 
even cowbells — but no guitars. 
What? No Guitars? And this is 
supposed to be rock and roll? 

No, it’s supposed to be — and it 
is — good music. Jackson him- 
self said “It’s not unusual — a lot 
of my favorite music doesn’t use 
guitar. If people just expect the 
same thing all the time and get 
mad when I do something differ- 
ent, that’s up to them." 

One other thing that deserves 
mention: this album that seems 


so defiantly different is ironical- 
ly the record that is finally estab- 
lishing Joe Jackson as a major 
star in America. The first single, 
“Steppin’ Out," is garnishing 
airplay on crossover stations 
everywhere and deservedly so; 
simply put, it’s a great song in 
every sense of the word. If Frank 
Sinatra had recorded it he would 
have had his biggest hit since 
“New York, New York” (which, 
by the way, Liza Minnelli did 
better). 

Jackson’s oft-hid wit comes to 
the forefront in “Cancer," with 
Joe crooning “No caffeine, no 
protein, no booze or nicotine/Re- 
member — everything gives you 
cancer. . ." 

On a more serious side, 
“Breaking Us In Two” is a very 
good song about a relationship. 
Sure, it’s a cliche, but Jackson 
makes us feel like it’s real life, 
and almost makes one feel like a 
voyeur just by listening in. 

Could we by much closer if we 
tried? We could stay at home 
And stare into each other’s eyes 
Maybe we could last an hour 
Maybe then we d see right 
through Always something 
breaking us in two 


Other high points of the album 
include “Chinatown,’’ which 
should be the next single, and 
“Another World," which is a 
great song but perhaps a bit too 
offbeat for the public at large. 

Lyrically, Jackson peaks on 
“Real Men,” a song about the 
touchy subject of changing sex 
roles prevalent in society today. 
David Lee Roth may scoff, but 
then again, David Lee Roth is a 
psychological wimp anyway. 

Sometime when it always 
seemed To be just us and them 
Girls that wore pink and boys 
that wore blue Boys that always 
grew up better men Than me and 
you What's a man now — what's 
a man mean Is he rough or is he 
rugged Is he cultural and clean 

As a follow up to the earlier 
“It’s Different For Girls,’’ Jack- 
son proves that he’s one of the 
better wordsmiths around, using 
such rare things as perception 
and taste, not just rhymes. Suc- 
cess. It’s about time.
